$5 million 
wanted for 
the Glades

BELLE GLADE---County Commission 
Chairman Ken Adams believes he can per- 
suade at least two other commissioners that 
the Glades needs money desperately for hous- 
ing. 

Last week Commissioner Adams took his 
argument on the road as he invited his col- 
leagues on a bus tour of the Glades. He hopes 
they will see the need here and free up 
$5-million from this year's budget to be given 
directly to upgrade housing in the Glades. 

The commissioner. hopes to set up a local 
committee to spend the money so that "we get 
the most mileage out of it.” 

He told a group of local government officials 
and others gathered Friday at the Glades Of- 
fice Building that too often when money comes 
from the federal and state governnments and 
from the “East Coast'’ it either never 
materializes or is used unwisely. 

He said, “I don't want to decide (how the 
money is used). The people who live here are in 
a better position.” 7 

Commissioner Adams said a referendum for 
$50 to $70-million “beach bond" would not 
receive his support unless money from the 
county comes to the Glades. 

He commented, “Not everybody benefits 
equally from the.beach bond." He added, “T'I 
only support it if money comes to the Glades.” 

Adams noted that with the current, work on 
State Road 80 the Glades could become an im- 
portant recreation area in the county and bring 
in revenues. 

He said the Glades has the same potential to 
money as does the city of Okeechobee. 

t of the recreation picture, each year 
unty Tourist Development Council 
over $3-million in advertising. 

If trailers and campers on the lake are charg- 
ed a bed tax the lake areas become eligible for a 
percentage of the advertising money. 

Here too the commissioner called for local 
imput.

BELLE 
GLADE--"The Glades 
Revitilazation Plan” as 
outlined by the Divi- 
sion of Housing and 
Community Develop- 
ment, consists of four 
strategies. 

According to HCD 
Director Allan Schnier, 
these strategies differ 
in the degree of flex- 
ibility they .each 
possess. 

Those plans which 
call for obtaining the 
majority of funds from 
the federal and state 
governments give less 
flexibility on the local 
level. 

Each strategy has a 
proposed budget and 
estimated time frame. 


They have various . 


financing techniques. 
Schnier, in presen- 
ting the strategies, 
noted that “Any addi- 
tional source of 
revenue that can be us- 
ed to improve the 
substandard living con- 
dition of the Glades 
area will be of great 


pene to the residents , 
these’ 
neighborhoods.” 

A summary of the 
four strategies reveal- 
ed to local city leaders 
Friday follows: 

Strategy A, guided 
by Community 
Development Block 
Grant regulations, is 
limited iri the amount 
of money it can gain in 
leveraging power. 

The HCD believes 
through Stratey A, us- 
ing $2,127,000 in 
CBDG money, between 
$500,000 and $750,000 
would come under the 
new category: 

The plan has a time 
frame of 12 to 18 mon- 
ths. 

Much like the other 
three strategies this 
plan calls for a number 
of demolitions, 
rehabailitations and 
relocations. Also in- 
cluded are code enforc- 
ment, new construc- 
tion, street im- 
provements and land 


ecquistiins. 

Strategy B uses only 
federal funds and is 
also limited by CDBG 
regulations. Leverag- 
ing could.be slightly 
higer than Strategy A 


and could reach 
$1-million. 

In the case of multi- 
family rehabilitation 
an additonal 50 percent 
could be realized it in 
leveraging. 


Strategy C has more 
potential to leverage 
money because federal 
regulations do not 
govern the use of the 
county's general fund. 

Potential leveraging 
of $1,700,000 could 
generate an additional 
$2 to $4-million. 

This strategy has the 
advantage of giving 
the county the greatest. 
flexibility in maximiz- 
ing a return on its in- 
vestment. 

Strategy D, although 
it provides the greatest. 
amount of money, 
$9,127,100, almost half 


of it is subject to 
CDBG regulations. 

With the higher 
amount of money there 
is more of a leveraging 
factor-an addition of a 
possible $5-million for 
new construction and 
up to $520,000 for 
multi-family rehabilita- 
tion. 

The strategies have 
time frames of from 12 
months up to 30 mon- 
ths. 

Strategy A is a 
CDBG of $2,127,100. 

Strategy B calls for 
CDBG of $2,000,000 
and $4,127,000 in an 
unsolicited proposal. 

Strategy C is for a 
CDBG plus $5,000,000 
from the general fund 
for a total of 
$7,127,100. 

Strategy D is for a 
CDBG plus an un- 
solicited proposal plus 
general fund money for 
a total of $9,127,000. 

The only strategy 
which is final at this 
time is Stragey A.

death premature - 

Back in 1971 a confidential; federal 
survey said overenrichment could kill 
700 square-mile Lake Okeechobee 
within two to 15 years and ruin South 
Florida’s water supply. . 

The U. S. Geodetic Survey said the 
lake could “doubtlessly be.classed as a 
eutrophic dying lake." n 

At the same time, the Flood Control 
District, precursor of the South 
Florida Water Management District, 
issued a contradictory report saying 
that there was no danger in Lake 
Okeechobee of massive eutropication, 
over-enrichment which causes massive 
algal growth. 

Time has proven the Flood Control 
District report correct. 

Currently, the South Florida Water 
Management District describes the 
health of the lake.as good. There is no 
“dead lake” prediction. 

Because the lake is shallow, large, 
and its level fluctuates, the district 
does closely monitor the condition of 
the lake. 

_. During fiscal year 1982-1983, the 
SFWMD approved a five year plan of 
water quality protection for the “liquid 
heart.of South Florida," Lake 
Okeechobee. 

Since 1976, SFWMD has closely 
monitored the aging process of Lake 
Okeechobee and has come up with 
solutions to to the threat posed by 
nutrients entering the lake in large 
volumes. 

North of the lake, dairymen have 
been cooperative in relocating 
facilities, and fencing cows to keep 
them from bathing in streams. The 
high level of phosphorus entering the 
lake had been attributed primarily to 
cow manure. 

South of the lake, our muck soil is 
rich in nitrogen, which can leach out 
during rainfall. 

This water can be pumped into water 
conservation areas where rooted 
aquatic plants more readily absorb the 
nitrogen than can the lake. It also 
spreads the nutrients over a much 
broader area, thus avoiding localized 
concentration problems. ` 

In times of extremely heavy rains, 
water will still be pumped into Lake 
Okeechobee to continue to provide ade- 
quate flood protection to agricultural 
lands. 

. Incontrast to earlier dire predictions 
for the lake, it is apparent that a new 
level of maturity has been attained in 
managing this irreplacable natural 
asset. g 

SFWMD is concentrating these days 
on implementing .solutions and 
monitoring them, rather than develop- 
ing new programs. 

Given SFWMD's track record, we 
believe management of the lake is in 
good hands.
